M hen the Assembly met in lilill, and 
made its first deliverance upon the state 
of the country, it wua regained with pro- 
found regret by .all the parties in Ken- 
tucky. That regret was universal, he be- 
lieved. without a single exception. 

The speaker read from a paper the ac- 
tion taken by the .'xynod in this matter, as 
, follows: . 

“This Synod deeply regrets that part of 
the action of the last Assembly touching :

The Synod of Kentucky did not hold its 
regular meeting in 18f>2, owing to the oc- 
cupation of the State by Southern armies: 
and when they assembled in 1*<I>3, just 
upon the eve of a General Assembly, they 
thought it wise to pass by the whole su'i>- 
ject. The whole countrj*, aad especially 
the State of Kentucky, was in so disorder- 
ed a condition tha4 the subject was not 
agitated, though the action of the General 
Assemblj* was very generally disapproved 
of by the people. The action taken in 
l^G3 added still more to their trials and 
difficulties. 

The speaker now e.xplained the political 
condition of the country *at this time. It 
was a border State and a slave State. Y\'e 
weie upon the eve of a great revolution. 
There were two great political parties, 
each having its candidate in the field for 
the office of Chief Magistrate, one of 
them having nominated .Mr. Lincoln and 
the other General McClellan. The dif- 
ferences between these two partie.s were 
waged with unceasing bitterne.ss. 

He now proceeded to read the action of 
the Synod, which met a month before the 
election, in regard to this question: 

“Peace has been wickedly superseiled 
by war, in the worst forms, throughout the 
whole land- the public order has been 
wickedly superseded by rebellion, anarchy, 
and violence, in the whole Sonthern por- 
tion cf the Union. All this has been 
brought to pass, and a disloyal and traitor- 
ous attempt to overthrow the National 
Ciovernment by military force, and to 
divide the nation contrarj* to the wishes of 
the immense msjorijy of the people in 
whom the local sovereignty resided. Even
